Since the late H. H. Roper issued the first building permit in Santa 
Ana in the late part of September, 1903, annual building figures have 
jumped from a quarter of a million dollars to almost four million dol­ 
lar*. which undoubtedly will be the mark at the dose of thi* year. 
Those figures show an increase of 1600 per cent in less than twenty 
years. 
The increase this year over last year will be almost 200 per cent 
Building permits for 1921 totaled $2,058,348. 
, 
Permits this year to date are well over the $3,500,000 mark. 
Such figures for a city of this description are without precedent. Yet 
those figures present the basic growth of Santa Ad»: they represent the 
solid foundation that makes for the permanency of the city. 
Population figures may be discounted by the skeptical; the growth 
of the town may be called to account as "mushroom, and fleeting, with­ 
out suitably grounding in cold facts. 
Building figures, however, are cold facts. 
A permit issued for the 
erection of a residence means another home, another family, another 
working unit for Santa Ana. 
A permit for a business block means the

November, certain Investigators of 
the Coin in lesion reported th eir find­ 
ings. 
At no tim e was any sum­ 
m arised statem ent made indicating 
what was the cost of proper living. 
The sam e agents who m ade these 
studies made the investigations In 
1920 upon which was based the $16 
minimum wage, which is the high­ 
est minimum paid in the United 
States to women working in all in­ 
dustries. 
The standard 
clothing 
budget 
which provides for certain undebat­ 
able necessary articles of women’s 
clothing was the quantity budget 
rn which the present $16 tninigimn 
wage 
was 
fixed.

same articles cost $156.40. 
The

The false wages

been quoted are put out to befuddle 
and confuse the public.

of this legislation in the D istrict of 
Columbia.
